Native Go |, and znclined to make cboiſe 0 of 
ſtrange md. remot Countries, for t: Very ha- 
bitation : and it 1s clearly ſeen, that this the:r 
removal hath tended both to their bonowe an: 
outward more plentiful accommodation, hc: 
the Norchern Climats , tho barren as: 
their Soyl.. have been obſerved to pro- 
duce hodics of Men, in greater _ 15 
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dance, more ſtronge, and vivid than the 
more Southern and fertile places of the 
World, whence great multitudes of peo- 
ple pinched with the ſtraits of their own Coun- 
trey , hayc iſhewed forth ro more agree- 
able and fertile places. T hus the Goths, 
Vandals, and Hunns  oycripead the Roman 
Empire, {cating themſelves - in Italy and 
Spain, and a grcat part of Africa ; hence 
the eruption of the Franks from the 
Rhine, upon the more pleatant Vallies of 
the Loire Sein, and giving thus rile to 
molt flowriſhing Kingdoms.

Commandments founded upon , and reſpefting

Catttle , becanſe they ſaid ," there is room 
cnough, intimating, that the Natives were 
no wayes injure by their Neigabour- 
head ; and fo did Jacob pitch his. tents by, 
Sechem, Gen. J4 izerſe 21. Hamor ſaid, 
there is room cnough, therefore let them 
{ir down arnony us. yea we ſee that .in caſe 
the people why were former Inhabitants, did 
diſturbe rhem in their poſicthons, they 
complained ro the King ,- as of injury 
done to them ,, s Abraham did, becauſe 
they took away bis well, Gen. 21. 25. 
for bis right thereto, be pleaded nit his 1m- 
mediat call irom GOD, for that would 
have ſeemed frivolous among the Heathen, 
but his own 1nduſtry and culture in digg» 
&'ng thereof, yea, weſee the King dces not 
rejet his Plca, with what had he to do 
to.dig wells in their. Soil? but admitteth 
it 5 a, principle, of Nature, that in a va- 
cant ſoy] be whotaketh poſiciſhion thereof, and 
beſtoweth Culture and Husbandry there- 
hon his right it is ; the ground hereof being 
from the Grand Charter given to Adam 
and his fcofterity in Paradiſe , Gen, I., 2&, 
Multiply and repleniſh the Earth, and 
. ſubdue 
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ſubdue it , which Charter w as renewed ts. © 
Noah, Gen. 9. 1. fill the Earth and mul- 4 
tiply. In the next place, the oft of the Earth, 
is to the ſons of Men , Palm 115. 16, 
this neceſſarly enforceth their duty to people it, 
IDere it not an injury done to the moſt High, to 
think, He does ought in vain ? or that 
He renders a gift ro Mankind, which He 
never meant ſhould be enjoyed ; And what way 
can Men make benefit of the Earth but by ha- 
bitation and culture ? Neither do T judge it 
a rational anſwer to this, that GODS 19- 
tzntion is '{atisfied , it ſome part of the 
Earth be repleniſhed and uled z tho the 
reſt he waſt.,, becauſe we are ſtill urged with 
the ſame difficulty , that the reſt of which we 
. receive no fruit , was never intended for us. 

becauſe it was never GODS Mind, we ſhould 
poſle(s it. If it be then granted, that it hath 
been the mind of GOD , that Man 
ſhould poſleſs all the parrs of the Earth; 
it muſt be acknowledged that we neglet our 
duty , and croſs His Will., if we do i not 
when we have Occaſion an4 Opportunity, and 
do little leſs than undervalue His bleſſing. 

Does not alſo that Ordeg which GOD an- 
nexeth to Marriage, in His firſt inſtitution, Viz, 
'That married Perſons ſhould leaye Fa: 
*rher. 
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ther and Mother and cleave to other , 
warrant this prafiiſe ; ſeeing frequently there 
is a neceſſity that young married People 
ſhould remove our of their Fathers Fa- 
milies, to live apart by themſelves ; 
whereby new Families are erefied. Now what 
are new Families, but pettie Collonies ? and ſo 
at laſt removing further and further, they over- 
ſpread the whole Earth, fo long therefore as 
there ſhall be uſe of Marriage , there will be 
a warrant for deducing of Collonies from one 
place to another, 

We find that GODS Adirefions bave a double 
ſcope, Mans good, and His own Honour, 
that this Commandment of GOD is direfed 
to Mans good , Temporal or Spiritual is 
more apparent; for it is moſt certain, that the 
life of Man is made comfortable, atford- 
ing a more plentitu! {upply in a large 
{cope of ground , which moves them to be fo 
renſatiable in th:ir d:fir:s , to joyn houle to 
houſc, and land to land, till there be no 
more place. Exmce-ding I grant therein the 
meaſure and bounds of Fuitice, and yet build- 
ing upon a principle ſuggetted by Nature, that 
e large place beit {ecurcs {uficiency , as 
we ſee by Nature, Trees flowriſh fair , proſper 
well , and wax fruitful in a large Orchard, 
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which would otherwayes decay, if they were © 
ftraitned in alittle Nurſery; Theſe that are * 
ſtronger Plants and better rooted , 'would in- 
creaſe, oVertop, and at laſt ſtarve the weakgy 
ſort. Do we not ſee it thus fall out in our 
Civil State, where a f:w Men flowriſh belt. 
furniſhed with Abilirics , or belt fire 
with Opportunirics, and the ret wax weak, 
and languiſh, «s wanting room and means 
, tOnuriſh them. Now that the Spirits and 
Hearts of Men are kept in b:tter Temper by 
{preading widc, will be evident 10 any Man 
who conſiders , I hart the Husbandipg of 
unmanured ground , and hitting unto 
emptie lands, 'enforceth Men to: Frugal 
ty, and quickneth invention |; and the 
ſctling of new Eſtates requireth Juſtzce, 
and aff:fion to the Common'Good; and 
the taking in of large Countries, . preſents 
a natural remedy againſt coverouſneſs, 
fraud and violence , when [every man 
may enjoy enough without. wrong or 
injury to his Neighbour.  Whence it was 
that the Firſt Age , by theſe helps were re-. 
| nowned for golden I imes, wherein Men be- 
ing newly entered into their Poſſefſions , were 
enforced thereby to Labour, Frugality, Sim-+ 
plicity end Juſtice having neither kaſure nor 
*nccaſiog 
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b occaſion to decline to Idlenels, Ryots, Wan- 
” ronneſs, Fraud, or Violence ; the. ordinar 
fruits of well Propled Countries , and of the 
| abundance and ſuperfluities of long ſetled E- 
3g ſtates. \ 
But that which ſhould moſt ſtay our hearts, 
#s the reſpe unto GODS Honour , which is 
much advanced by this work of replenithing 
the Farth, whereby the largeneſs of bis boun- 
ty is taſted by ſetling of 'men in all parts of the 
World, whereby the extent of ' His munifi- 
cence to the ſons of Men 3s diſcovered ; the 
Plalmiſt zells xs , thar GOD is much 
magnified by this, that the whole Earth is 
full of His Riches ; yea, and the Red ſea 
too, Plalm 194. 24. And GOD when be 
would have Abraham know what he had be- 
ſtowed on him , when he gave him Canaan, 
ills him , - to walk through ir, in the 
length of it, and the breadth of ir , Gen, 
13, 17. GODS Honour is hereby advanced, 
when together with Mens Perſons, Religion 
#s conveyed to ſeveral parts of the World, and 
| all the quarters of the Earth, {ound with 
His Praiſe, and CHRIST JESUS rakes 
in the Nations tor- his inheritance , and 
the ends of the Earth for- His Poticthon 3 
gccording to GODS Decree and Promiſe, Plal. 
"2 5, Secing 
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Seeing then it mult be acknowledged , that }. 
even thoſe Collontes which have been under- 
taken upon the deſire either of 4isburthening 
full ſtates of unneceflary multitudes , or of re- 
pleniſhing waſt and void Countries have a clear 
and ſufficient Warrand fram the Mouth of 
GOD. as immediately concurring with a ſpe- 
cial end thxt GOD aimed at in the firſt inſti- 
tution thereof , when GODS Honour an1 Gle- 
ry, and next Mins Salvation is bis own proper 
Scope in this and all his wayes; it muſt be 
more necefiarly acknowledged , that the defire - 
and reſpe& unto the publiſhing bis Name where 
it is not known , and reducing men who live 
without GOD in this preſent world , unto a 
form of Piety an4 Godlin:ſs , by how much 
the more immediately it ſuits with the mind of 
GOD , and is further carried from private 
reſpets, by ſo much the more it advanceth this 
work of planting Collories above all Civil and 
Humane ends, and deſerves Honour an1 Ap- 
probation above ihe moſt olorious con- 
qucalis or »:oft {uccesful interpriſes, which 
ever were undert1h»n by the moſt renowned 
men which the Sun hath ſcen, an that by how 
much the ſubduing of Saran is a more glo- 
rious Act , than a Victory over Man 
and the inlargements of CHRIST S King- 
| dom, . 
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dom, than the adding unto Mens domi- 
nions; and the {aving of Mens Souls, than 
the proviſion for their Lives and Bodies, 
It appears, this end in Plantation hath been 
ſpecially reſerved for this latter dayes of the 
World, (eing before CHRIST , the De- 
cree of GOD that ſuffered all Nations 
to walk in their own wayes, Acts 14. IG. 
Shut up the Church in the narrow bounds of 
the promiſed land , and ſo excluded men 
from the propagation of Religion to other Coun- 
trier. And inthe Apoſtles times , GOD af- 
forded an eafier and ſpeedier courſe of con- 
yerting Men to the Truth by the gitts of 
the Tongues , ſeconded by the power of 
Miracles , to win the greater credit to theiv 
Dofrine, which moſt eſpecially and firſt pre- 
vailed upon Countries civilized , as the Hiſto- 
ry of the A&ts of the Apoſtles makes mani- 
fiſt; As for thereſt it is not queſtioned , but 
GOD uſed the ſame way to other barbarous 
Nations, which he held with theſe whom he 
firft civilized by the Roman Conquelts and 
mixture of their Collonies, with them that Re- 
ligion, might be afterwards brought in, ſee- 
mg it cannot be imagiied that Religion ſhould 
prevail upon theſe who are not ſubdued to 


the rule of Nature and Reaſon. It may be 
rationally 
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rationally conjudiured that GOD did eſptcially'* . 
dire& this Work of -EreCting Colonies, unto * 
the planting and propogating of Religion  . 
in the Weſt-Indies , and that for diverſe 
reaſons, which ought to be taken unto ſerious 
conſideration, as affoording the ſtrongeſt motive's 
which can be propoſed to draw on the hearts & 
affetions of men to their work, : There are men 
of Note, both for Place and Learning in the 
Church, that conceive the courſe held by 
GOD from the beginning, in the pro- 
pagation of Religion, falls in the laſt 
age, upon the Weſtern Parts of the 
World. Ir is moſt certainthat from the 
firſt Planting of Religion among Men, 
it hath alwaves held a conſtant way from 
Eaſt to Weſt, and hath in that Line pro- 
ceeded lo far, that it hath: extended to 
the uttermoſt Weſtern bounds of the for- 
merly known World , ſo that if it make up any 
further paſſage upon that point of the Compaſr, 
#t muſt nec:ſſarly light upon the Welt-Indies, 
And it is conceived with all, that our Saviors 
Propheſie, Matth, 24. 27. points out ſuch a 
progreſs of the Goſpel, its true that the compas« 
riſon there uſed , taken from the lightning, 
#ims at the ſodden diſperſing of the knowledge 
of CHRIST by the Apoſtles Miniſtery but 
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whereas it i« known, that the Ligthning ſhins 
from diverſe places of the Heaven , ſhew. 
ing it ſelf indifferently, ſometimes in the Weſt, 
ſometimes in the Notth or South ; Its judzed 
probable that 'our Saviour does in this fimili- 
tude,choice to name the lightning that comes 
out of the Eaſt unto the Welt , to expreſs 
not only the ſhining out of the Goſpel , but 
withall the way and paſlage by which it pro- 
ceeds from one end of the World to an other, 
that is from |-aſt tro Welt. 

But paſſing by that onely as a probable ar- 
gument , the following ſeems to carry greater 
weight, the knowleige of CHRIST muſt cer- 
tainly be manifeſted to all quarters of the 
World, according to diverſe predictions of Pro- 
phets ratified and renewed by Chriſt and bis 
Apoſtles ; but that the know ledge of Chriſt 
bath been never as yet fully diſcovered to theſe 
Weſtern Nations is clearly demonſtrated, ſe- 
ing till the time that the firſt Planters went 
over from England, not many years ſince, no * 
Hiſtorie far 599, vears before Chriſt, ever 
mentioned any ſuch Inhabitants upon earthgnuch 
leſs l:ft any record of paſſage to them or com- 
merce with them; ſo that unleſs we ſhould 
conceive a miraculous worth of conceiving know- 
ledge without means, it cannot be imagined , 
how

how tbeſe Nations ſhould have once heard. of 


the-Name of CHRIST ? 

But further « what ſhall we think, of that 
almnſh miraculous opening the paſſage unto , 
and diſcavery of theſe | formerly unknown 
Nations , which muſt needs have proven 
impoſibleto former Agcs, for want of the 
Knowledge of the uſe of the Load-ſtone, 
as wounderfully found out as theſe unknown 
Countreys by it. It were little leſs then im- 
prety to 2oncerve, that GOD 3 whole Will 
concurrs with the lighting of a Sparrow 
upon the Sround, had no defigne in di- 
reing one of the moſt difficult and obſery- 
abſe works of this Age , and as great folly 
t1 imagine, that He who made all things, 
and conſequently, Orders and Directs them 
tro his own Glory , had no other ſcope, 
but the ſatisfying of Mens greedy appe- 
tites, who thirſted after the riches of that 
new World; And to tender to the bloody 
and cruel Spainard the objes of ſuch barba- 
rous cruclties, as the World never heard of. 
IVe have then ground to conceive, that GOD 


in that great Diſcoyery , 4imed at this, 


that after he had puniſhed the Arheiſm 
and Idolatry of theſe Hearhens , and 
brutiſh Nations by the Conquerours

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eruelty ; and acquainted them by mixture 
' with ſome other peoples civility, he might 
at length cauſe the, Glorious Goſpel of 
J-SUs CHRIST ſhine out to: them as it 


did to other Nations, after the ſharp: 


rimes of rhe bitter diflolations thereot be- 
twixt the Romans and them. That this 
Nation # able and fit to ſend out Collonics 
z#nto forraign parts will evidently appear to 
any who conſiders our overflowing multituds, 
this being admitted for a received principle, 
that Countries {uperabound in people 

when they have mo then they can well 
imploy, ſeeing we know men are not ordain- 
2d to live only, but withall and ſpecially to 
ſerve oneanother, throw love in ſome pro- 
 fitable and uſeful calling ; and tho it be grant - 
ed, that this Land by GODS ordinary 
bleſſing yeelds ſufficiencie of Corn and 
Cartle, for moe then the preſent inhabi- 
rants; yet that we have moe people, then we 
do or can profitably imploy, will appear to any 


man of underſtanding, willing to acknowledge - 


the truth, and to conſider that many among us 
live without imployment either wholly or in 
the greateſt part.

For Fiſhery the Sea-banks are 
very well ſtored with variety of Fiſhes, not 
only ſuch as are profitable for Exportation, but 
ſuch as are fit for Food there ; There are 
Whales, Coad-fiſh , Colling , 'and Hake- 
fiſh, and large Mackeril, and alſo many other 
ſorts of ſmal Flate-fiſh ; The Bay» alſo, and 
Hudſons River - are plentifully ſtored with 
Scurgeon, and other Scalfiſh , Eills, and 
Shel-fiſh , as Oyſters, in abundance. 


This Countrey is alſo plentifully, * ſupplied

To ſhew how Fruit-Trees do advance in that 
Countrey ,, it is credibly reported , that about 
Burlingroun, in Welt Jerſey , which is 
Northernly then the greateſt part of this Pro- 
vince , from an Apple-tree-Seed in four years, 
( without grafting there ſprung a tree , 
that in the fourth year bore ſuch a quaintitie of 
Apples , as yeelded a barrell.of Syaer.

: for _Exportation , great plemy of Horſes , 
and alſo Beef, Pork,, Pipftaves, Bread, Flow- 
er, White, Barley , Rye, Indian Corn, But- 
ter, and Cheeſe, which they export for Bar- © 
badoes, Jamaica, Mevis , and other adja- 
cent Iſlands; As alſoto Portugal , Spain, 
and the Canaryes, their Whale Oyl , and 
Whale-Fins , Beaver , Mink , Racon, 7 
and Martine-skins (which this Corntrey pro- - © 
duces ) they tranſport for ngland. 


The Indian Natives in this Countrey are 1 
but few , comparative \to the Neighbouring 
Collony; And theſe that are there,are ſo far from 

being Formidabe, and injurious to the Plan- 
ters and Inhabitants , that they are really 
ſerviceable and advantagious to them, not only 7 
in hunting, and taking the Deer, and all other 
wild Creatures, an1 catching of Fiſh , and 
Fowl fit for food , in their ſeaſons; But in * 
the killing and deſtroying of Bears , Wolves, * 
Foxes , and other Vermine, whoſe Skins + 
and Furs they bring the Engliſh , and ſell % 
them at leſs price, then the value of the time, 
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that people muſt ſpend to take them. Like as, 
that this Colleny may be founded in Juſtice, 
and without any thing of Oppreſſi»n,as all that 
is alreadyPlantedys is truly Purchaſed from the 
Indians, ſo there is a great deal more of the 
Province cleared by their conſent; and all is - 
intended by pation with them to be obtained; ſs 
that whoever Purchaſe ; or Plant under the 
Proprietors; ſhal be fred of t hat incumbrance ; 
and if there were any hazard from the Indians 
as really there is none; yet this Province could 
hardly be in any danger; In reſpe& that to the 
Notth, pon the WD Ls, from whence 
the hazard; if any muſt came; the Province of 
New-York comes betwixt it and them , and 
- 20, miles and more, above upon Hudſons 
'* River, there is @ Fort called New-Albany,

Could never write to you before now , becauſe 

'T was never rightly ſetled, and am not yet 
fully ſetled, but 1 am from among the reſt of the 
Servants, one James Reid and I and our Families 
are together, ſet out toa Farm on Amboy; weare 
tohave ſome Land laid out tous ,and we are Stock- 
ed with two Mares, four Cowes, two Sows , 
two Oxex ; my Wite and I and the Child Richard 
are very well in health , and hath heen ſo ever 
ſince we came out of Scotland: Now as for this 
Countrey , it is a very good Countrey ; indeed 
poor men ſuch as my ſelf , may live better here 
. thenin Scotland if they will bur work, a man can 
' have Corn and Cattle or any other Goods for bis 
work, and hecanſei! theſe good to ſome hands for 
money, it ts not for a man that hath aFamilieto 
come bound four, years, but young men , who 
have

For there is aboun- 
dance both of good and barren land in this 
Province ; So that a man may chuſe ſome for 
pleaſure, and ſome for profit and Conveniency, 
for T inteud to take up about 4. or JOO. Acres 
where I have now ſetled ; which is on a very 
pleaſant place and good land, and whereof I 
have with two hands ( not having had time 
togget many Servants away with me, having 
come away upon ſo ſhort advertiſement , and 
whereof I loft one at Maryland by ſickneſs ;

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Xariton River, about. 20. miles above Am- 
boy , whereon 1 deſign 10 ſet Servants-, that 
T expet over this enſugng Summer, and ſo to 
divide our ſaid parcels, and improve them for 
a year or two to the beſt advantage , and then 
to ſell them off. If I deſign to come home, 
which we can do at good profit. Now for a 
general deſcription of this Countrey, it is a fine 
place for thoſe who have a good flock, , to - 

out upon. a ſtock of Cattel of all forts, which © 
do greatly multiply here-in a ſhort time , and 
are ſold at great rates , and may ſoon increaſe . 
a ſtock greatly ; or it is a good Countrey for an 
. Induftrious Frugal Man , that deſignes to fol- 
low Husbandries cloſlie ; providing he bring 
but ſome little ſtock to ſtock, a Plantation with- 
all; or it is very good for Tradſmen , as good 
Carpenters, Smiths, Tailors, &c. who will 
get large wages a day.

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are moſtly Oak, of all ſorts, Walnut, Cheſnus,, 

whereof there are great abundance where I 
have planted, tho they baygarce ſo bigg as theſe 
that comes to Scotland, yet large as pleaſant. 
Strawberries grow very thick, upon the ground 
amoneft the Trees; ſo that ſome places of the 
Woods are in Summer as it were covered with 
a red clgth. As T am certainly informed, Fruit 
Trees advance at a great rate in this place, for 
# Man may have an Orchard within a few 
years after the Planting, that may yeeld him a

of the Proprietors at Aberdeen ; and having 
come in onely to ſee my Siſter with my Brothers 
and by the many Gentlemen that were going a- 
long in the ſhip, that I was induced to go along 
without ſo much as taking my leave of any of 
my Friends, ſave onely theſe that were then 
in Town ; Sotbat T came of reſolution only to - 
jee the place, and to ſettle onlie if I fand conve- 
niency. And having thus abruptly come away, 
when I came here, I deſigned not to return till I 
took, ſome tryal of the Countrey, that at my re- 
turn I might be the more able to give an true.
